FUEL is available at Tea Gardens and Bulahdelah. Creek 
A container will have to be taken ashore at Myall 
Shores to get petrol. Petrol and diesel are available 
from the Bungwahl General Store, but it will have to 
be carried in a container one kilometre each way 
along the road. Travelling from Nelson Bay to 
Bungwahl and return will require fuel for about one 
hundred nautical miles.

NOTES 

A. Rough water when the tide is running. Short steep waves form 
when the current and the wind are in opposite directions. 

B. Strong tidal overfalls occur during ebb tide as the’ water goes 
from shallow to sudden deeps. In heavy seas waves break on the 
"bar". Advice on the conditions at the entrance can be obtained by 
calling "Coastal Patrol Port Stephens" on the radio. Their radio base 
at Nelson Head looks out on the entrance. 

C. Fishing is prohibited in the Fly Point - Halifax Park Aquatic 
Reserve except from the wharves in Little Nelson Bay and the beach 
between them. Scuba divers use this area day and night and a 
watch should be kept for divers on the surface. 

D. Professional fishermen occasionally leave nets set from the 
beach to about 100m out, day and night. 

E. Jimmys Beach is considered the best area for windsurfing. 
Ocean swells are felt in this area. The Sandhills on the spit joining 
Yacaaba Head are worth exploring. A walking track also goes to the 
top of Yacaaba. 

F. Apassage between Winda Woppa and Corrie Island is possible 
for very shallow draught vessels at high tide. Local knowledge is 
essential. This route is not recommended. 

G. There are a few places on Corrie Island where a boat may land 
for exploration and a picnic. 

H. . Hire boats are not allowed East of a line joining Corrie Island 
and Nelson Head (Inner Light). 

J. Locally known as Piggys Beach, a safe landing can be made at

Farm, golf and a restaurant. Signs on piles indicate 
the channel through a maze of oyster racks. 

V. It is possible to land on a small beach on Snapper 
Island. The island is a nature reserve and permission 
to camp must first be sought from the National Parks 
and Wildlife Service. An approach can be made along 
a marked channel between the oyster racks directly 
west of the beach. Boats should have a draught of 
less than one metre. Good protection from the north 
east. 

W. There are many facilities (clubs, restaurants and 
shops) that can be enjoyed at Karuah. The shoreline 
is however rocky.and unfriendly. Anchor fore and aft 
and row your dinghy to the steps beside the swimming 
pool. Carry your dinghy up the steps and leave it 
there. 

Y. Boats designed for use in the open sea can travel 
to the "island" of Point Stephens. The anchorage is 
over hard sand and the anchor needs to be carefully 
set. Do not make the journey if the seas and swell are" 
greater than one metre. The western half of the island 
is part of Tomaree National Park. The book "Sheer 
Grit" by A. Murdoch, N.S.W: Uni Press is 
recommended reading for anyone intending to visit.

The front wall must 
be kept free at all times for pick 
up and set down. 

Pens on the public jetty can be 
occupied for 24 hours on the 
weekend. Monday to Friday, the 
maximum stay is 3 days. 
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Courtesy Moorings are marked 
with a large Beehive-shaped 
orange buoy. Maximum stay is 
3 days. There are 3 of these 
moorings in Fame Cove and 3 
in Nelson Bay outside the 
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There are a number of excellent SCUBA DIVES both in the Port 
and within a 15 minute boat ride from Nelson Bay. In Port 
Stephens the best dives are on the southern shoreline. Because 
of the strong tidal flow in this area all should be dived at slack 
water on the high tide. 

Halifax Point is the best dive in the area. Drive past the boat 
ramp at Little Beach and enter the water near the headland. The 
best part of the dive is 20 metres due north from the entry point. 
There are large sponges and extensive marine life to a depth of 
28m. 

Fly Point is situated at the northern end of Nelson Bay Beach 
and is a shallower and more protected site than Halifax. The 
highlight of the dive is a ledge at 12 metres due north of the white 
post on the headland. Sponge gardens and coral life are a feature. 
The "Pipeline" runs north from the southern shore 50 metres west 
of the Fishing Co-Op. The easiest entry is where the western 
wall of the Breakwater meets the southern shoreline. Soft and 
hard corals, sponges and lots of marine creatures. 

There are also many beautiful dive sites close to the Port, 
accessible from the professional dive boats which serve the area.
